FOREIGN NEWS. 


L o n d o n, March 6th. 
The Parliam ent m et again to-day 
and proceeded w ith the formalities ot 
organization. 
The oath was admin­ 
istered to members of the Commons 
in groups of forty. 
The W ar Office has received no of­ 
ficial advices of the capture of the 
King of Ashantee. A dispatch from 
Garnet Wolsey, dated prior to the tak­ 
ing of Coomassie, declared that the 
overtures for peace on the part of the 
Ashantees were treacherous and part 
of a plot to lure the arm y to destruc­ 
tion. 
Calcutta accounts from Jiroot show 
that the distress from famine is in­ 
creasing. The relief organizations are 
working excellently, but can hardly 
meet the demands which are made. 
L o n d o n, March 7th. 
A special dispatch from the Ashan­ 
tee expedition says that a sharp en­ 
gagement 
occurred 
February 4th, 
which lasted seven hours. 
An im­ 
mense force of the Ashantees under 
the leadership of the King, aided by 
the principal chiefs, opposed the pas­ 
sage of the Itiver Date by the British. 
Two officers of the Highlanders were 
killed and thirty troopers wounded. 
The Ashantees were routed with heavy 
loss. The King and chiefs abandoned 
their arm y and took to flight. A t the 
close of the battle Coomassie was oc­ 
cupied by General W olsley’s forces 
without opposition, at dusk. 
C o n s t a n t in o p l e , M arch 0th. 
An extensive conflagration lias oc­ 
curred in Salónica. 
An 
immense 
amount of property was destroyed, 
and eleven persons were burned to 
death. 
L is b o n , M arch 0th. 
It is rumored here that certain in­ 
habitants of Fayal have addressed a 
petition to President Grant, praying 
for the establishment of a protectorate 
by the United States over the Azores, 
and that the President replied that the 
era of popular will has replaced the 
era of conquest.

Wine Growers' Meeting. 


From the Jlccurd of the 4th we 
copy the proceedings of the Wine 
Growers’ meeting which convened in 
Saerameflto at 2 i*. M. the previous 
day: 
in the absence of the President, G. 
G. Blanchard, Vice-President Snyder 
called the meeting to order, ami stated 
the objects of the meeting to lie to ex­ 
amine and compare the duplicates of 
the wines exhibited at the last Fair, 
to examine wines sent in now for ex­ 
amination and award the premiums, 
and to transact such other business as 
should be considered necessary for the 
interest of the industry. ' 
The Secretary read the minutes of 
the meeting held in September last 
and tiie same were approved. 
The committee on the classification 
of grapes, through the Secretary, re­ 
ported that they had, as per authority 
given them, awarded the contract of 
painting the grapes of the State, or 
twenty varieties of them, to Miss 
H annah Millard of San Jose. That 
they had invited sample paintings 
and bids from the artists of the State, 
and all things considered Miss Mil­ 
lard’s bid was the most favorable, 
they had contracted for twenty vari­ 
eties ut $12 each, the Society paying 
the traveling expenses of the artist 
from point to point. That under the 
contract eight varieties 
had 
been 
painted. The paintings were shown 
and excited much admiration. They 
were satisfactory to all present. 
Major Snyder said he had written to 
L. Prang <¿ Co., of Boston, fine art 
publishers, in regaid to tiie execution 
of chromos, and had received an 
answer which lie would ask the Secre­ 
tary to read. 
Prang & Co. offer to do the work for 
the following prices: Drawing in six 
colors, about $75; printing, $25 for 100, 
$150 for 1,000, and less for a greater 
number. Less colors would cost less, 
and more colors more. 
Miss Millard being present stated 
that all the paintings would require 
more than six colors to do them justice. 
The committee was asked to make 
out their report in writing, and hand 
the same in at the adjourned meeting 
to-day. 
Dr. Chandler, of Sutter county, said 
he noticed from the reading of the 
m inutes that committees luid not 
stated in their reports the varieties of 
grapes to which they had awarded 
premiums; and offered the following 
resolution: “That when premiums for 
tiie best grapes for any purposes be 
declared, the names of the varieties be 
given to the association and placed on 
the minutes before any premiums be 
paid;” which was adopted. 
The Secretary said he had noticed a 
very important communication sub­ 
mitted by Mr. Newmark to the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of Los Angeles, on 
the subject of wine distillers and a 
change of duties on imported wines. 
The communication was read and 
referred to a committee of three—H. 
Wohler, Wm. MeP. Hill and C. St re­ 
bel—to report to-morrow. 
The Secretary stated th at there was 
to be a meeting of the delegates from 
agricultural societies in the Pavilion 
this evening to take into consideration 
an appropriation for the encourage­ 
ment of agriculture and other indus­ 
tries, and that it would be well for this 
association to be represented. 
The President appointed H. Wohler, 
I. N. Hoag and George West said 
committee. 
Mr. Wohler called attention to the 
m anner in which vineyards were 
taxed: first, the land; second, the 
growing vines as an improvement; 
third, the wine produced; and fourth, 
the other improvements, and moved 
th at a committee be appointed to 
memoralize the Legislature to correct 
this practice. 
The President appointed the follow­ 
ing committee: 
Wohler, Hill, West, 
Strobel, and the President was added. 
The committees on the wines were 
appointed as follows: 
Dry wines — Dressel, Strobel and 
W inkle. 
Sweet wines—Dr. Chandler, Krug 
and Aiken. 
Special wines — Backus, Hill and 
West. 
The committees examined the wines 
and reported as follows: 
Dry white wine—Gundlaeh & Dres­ 
sel, ltd sling, 1871; best dry wine, 1868, 
J. It. Snyder; red wine, 1870, Major 
Snyder. 
The committee appointed to exam ­ 
ine sweet wines awarded the first 
choice to Robert Chalmers of Colonia, 
for Green Hungarian, for vintage of 
1872; Orleans Hills Vinieultural Asso­ 
ciation, first choice sweet tokay, for 
vintage of 1871; on sweet wine for en­ 
try at the present time, Robert Chal­ 
mers, first choice, for sweet Catawba, 
vintage of 1871. 
The Committee on Special Wines 
awarded the first premium for sherry 
to George W. West, for the year 1869; 
ports, none worthy of premium; spark­ 
ling, none offered. 
The association adjourned to m eet 
to-day a t 9 o’clock a . m,

The Two Artists. 


In a dirty and gloomy lane of 
Seville, there stood an old building 
that had undergone so many altera­ 
tions by subtractions and additions, 
that could any of the workman en­ 
gaged in its original construction be 
aroused from that sleep th at “knows 
no waking,” they 
would find it 
difficult to recognize it In any one 
particular. 
This building was erected over a 
century before the date of our story, 
1610¡ and may be described as a two- 
story-and-attic brick house, contain­ 
ing a cellar, a ground floor a second 
story, and a garret. The design of its 
elevation was peculiarly its own, and, 
indeed, this old mansion was consid­ 
ered by the people the most remark­ 
able building in all Beville, as many 
incidents of a strange character had 
been connected with its history, and 
now served as a sort of storybook of 
the most wild and marvelous descrip­ 
tion. The door of the mansion was 
comparatively narrow, with a heavy 
stone lintel, which in its broken state 
showed the rem nant carving that orig­ 
inally might have been ment for the 
coat-of-ams of its first owner. After 
ascending the first flight of stairs, you 
came to a landing at the back part of 
the building, where stood a ladder 
that passed up through a scuttle which 
conducted you to the garret floor, 
lighted by two dormer-windows over­ 
looking the street. 
Any one, on first entering this sort 
of cockloft, would he as much struck 
with its singular arrangement as with 
the outside of the edifice ; but your in­ 
terest was still more excited when you 
discovered the wretched place to be 
tiie studio of an artist. 
Everything was in a state of disor­ 
der ; cobwebs, thickened w ith dust, 
hung w ith heavy festoons in the cor­ 
ners and from the rafters, while here 
and there could he seen 
standing 
around pannels in preparation for 
paintings, some with finished and 
others with unfinished studies of fig­ 
ures and landscapes; over in one 
corner stood a large old oaken arm­ 
chair; from which hung a Grecian 
costume, with one sleeve dangling in 
an eartheru basin containing dirty 
water and serving as a vessel for the 
artist to wash his brushes in ; on the 
opposite side »f the room, slung with 
bits of rope from the wall, were three 
or four boards, intended for a sort of 
book-case, on the shelves of which 
rested some volumes of poetry, the 
works of Alberto Durero, Basalio, and 
Daniel Barbaro, with others of the like 
character. 
Near the centre of the room, and 
almost opposite the window, with the 
lower part covered with bits of paper 
and old cloth, for the purpose ot 
proper arrangement of light, stood the 
painter’s easel, holding a canvas, on 
which was commenced the portrait of 
a beggar-boy, while at a proper dis­ 
tance upon the floor sat the subject 
himself, with a face full of the most 
brilliant color, eyes sparkling with 
vivacity, and an expression of m irth 
so strongly developed as to make it 
almost impossible for the beholder to 
keep from luughing. At a little dis­ 
tance from the easel stood the artist, a 
youth of not more than 
nineteen 
years. His dress gave ample evidence 
of personal neglect, which manifestly 
arose more from au over devotion to 
his profession than from a natural 
want of personal refinement. 
His face 
possessed stronger marks of intellect- 
nullity 
than of beauty. His dark 
hair clustered around his brunette 
forehead, finely relieving 
his rich 
brown eyes that nervously moved 
alternately from the boy t« the can­ 
vas. After one or two strides back­ 
ward and forward, as if in deep study 
of his picture, he dipped his brush into 
the coior in his palette, and then 
placed a touch upon that portion of 
the face where he desired to represent 
reflected light produced upon the hoy’s 
cheek by a piece of bright yellow 
drapery that had been flung across his 
shoulder for effect. 
Evidently the last effort had failed, 
equally with previous attempts in this 
one particular, to produce the elfect of 
reflected light. He tried, until at last, 
vexed, uncontrollable, with a nervous 
twitch of his strong arm, he flung his 
brush at the picture, which in sweep­ 
ing across the face still wet with color, 
made an outline in the form of a rain­ 
bow. staggering, he sank back into 


the old arm-chair, with the exclama­ 
tion, “ By St. lago, I cannot p a in t! It 
is not in the power of human genius to 
produce those incomparable tin ts!” 
Resting his head against the back of 
the chair, he remained as motionless 
as if dead. 
.T his extraordinary conduct of the 
artist seemed to have little or no effect 
upon the boy who was sitting for the 
study. 
He looked pleased, rather 
than otherwise, and after a while, ob­ 
serving no signs of motion on the part 
of his master, he quietly took from his 
bosom a bit of brown bread, and fell 
to his repast with as much gusto as an 
epicurean of the most refreshing dain­ 
tiness. 
Btill the artist did not move. The 
boy becoming wearied, and observing 
the long shadows of evening throwing 
their gray gloom over the quiet room, 
stealthily made his way across the 
apartment, when, just as he was about 
to disappear through the seuttle-hole, 
he discovered that he had left his cap 
behind. Like a cat on all-fours, he 
noiselessly crept to the easel, where, 
grasping his cap, he then as silently 
returned, and made his exit in tri­ 
umph, for he dreaded another half­ 
hour sitting which he must endure 
had his master discovered him. 
The artist passed a restless night, 
hut as the first purple rays of the morn 
fell through some of the broken places 
in the roof of his apartment, spotting 
the wall here and there with splashes 
of rich, warm color from the newly- 
set palette of old Sol, he hastily rose 
from his couch, and adjusting his 
brown slouch hat, with its broken 
plume of drab and blue color, and a 
dark cloak thrown about his shoulders 
in the picturesque style so peculiar to 
all artists, he immediately left his 
room to seek the refreshing air of fair 
Aurora’s 
new-made 
morn. 
After 
sauntering ulong for a while, turning 
into one street and another, at last 
reaching the public square, lie paused 
and stood in meditation, looking at 
the quaint old sidewalk, and would, 
perhaps, have stood so engaged a much 
longer time, had not the deep tones of 
a cathedral organ attracted his atten­ 
tion. As he slowly raised his head and 
looked behind him, he seemed awak­ 
ened to new thoughts, and thus for 
several moments he stood listening to 
the sweet, deep sound of church music. 
The cathedral doors stood open, and 
looking down the long, broad aisle he 
beheld at the far end the grand al­ 
tar, with its burning candles illumin­ 
ating Macliael Angelo’s picture of the 
“ Transfiguration,” which glorifies the 
great 
panel above the tabernacle. 
Upon the steps beneath were seen the 
priests in rich vestments and the boys 
in their crimson cassocks, one swing­ 
ing hack and forth a richly wrought 
incensario in salutation to the Sacred 
Host, surrounded with sparkling dia­ 
monds set in shining gold, raised on 
high by the priest, all looking like a 
beautiful 
dream 
revealing 
itself 
through wreaths of smoke, tinted by 
the many-colored 
lights 
that fell 
through the stained-glass windows. 
In another moment he was within 
the church, and as he was a good 
Christian his knees soon sought the 
hard texture of the tessellated pave­ 
ment in devotion to that Great Spirit 
who sends the storm unto the heart 
and soothes its troubles into calm. 
In a lew moments more the early 
mass was over, and as our young friend 
was leaving the church he felt a touch 
on his shoulder and heard the saluta­ 
tion, “ V ayacon Dioa Sefior Diego!” 
The person who so spoke was far ad­ 
vanced in years, perhaps seventy. His 
figure was tall, his face full of mean­ 
ing, and he had that peculiar some­ 
thing about him bespeaking a man of 
genius. His dress consisted of a half- 
worn-out camlet cloak, a doublet of 
black velvet, dark brown tights or 
stockings, russet boots, and a long 
sword dangling at his side, with his 
hat so placed upon his head as to have 
the dasli and style of the soldiers of 
his time; and although his dress was 
the worse for wear, still there was a 
neatness that showed an effort to make 
things appear to the best advantage. 
No m atter what such a man might 
wear he would look like a gentleman. 
The contrast of the two men was 
striking. The youth, with his sad 
face, apparently dissatisfied with him­ 
self and the world, seemed to look in 
doubt over the long foreground of life 
into an indistinct future—a future he 
could not fashion to his desire. The 
old man looked like an old book, writ­ 
ten long since and of well-established 
merit, whose leaves a friend could 
turn over and obtain the refreshing 
mem ores of a glorious past that had 
done work to the comfort of his soul, 
and a hope of life beyond the grave. 
He was a soldier and a poet, hut who, 
in his own day, was not fully appreci­ 
ated, unless by a few artists and men 
of genius, like our young friend, who 
was an old acquaintance, and luid 
committed to memory several of his 
choice sonnets and romances, and dis­ 
covering who had saluted him, re­ 
peated some lines apropos of their 
meeting. 
“ But how is this?” inquired the 
old soldier; “ why your pale face and 
bloodshot eyes ? Ah, my dear boy, do 
not thus waste your life that in the 
end might be so glorious to yourself 
and the world. You are too young to 
give your heart to a woman, and—” 
“ Stop,” interrupted the artist. “No, 
’tis not a woman. My careworn face 
came from a night of torm ent and 
rage and sleeplessness.” 
“ Why, one would think that it was 
your first love that so disturbed you. 
But if your case It Is not love, I pray 
you tell me the cause that I may ad­ 
vise you what to do. W hat has hap­ 
pened ?” interrogated the old soldier. 
The artist hesitated for a moment to 
answer; but soon, looking his com­ 
panion full in the lace, he said, “My 
ambition has been 
plucked of its 
wings, pulled out by the very roots ! 
and instead of soaring with hopes of 
success and glory, I grope in darkness 
with despair. 
“I fear, my young friend, you have 
undertaken more than your years will 
warrant; or perhaps you have taken 
an uninspired moment to accomplish 
a subject that demands tiie first inspi­ 
ration. Is it not so?” 
“No,” was the quick reply of the 
youth; and he continued, “I cannot 
get beyond a certain point, and so I 
must be estimated with the million 
instead of standing as a peer with the 
lofty few.” 
“Have no fear of that. 
You will 
never be confounded with the million; 
not if you take courage and work for 
the desired end, My life upon it, with 
patience and industry, success aud 
glory await you.” 


“Glory!—my friend, never! I have 
had my dreams of glory, and to you I 
owe my first inspirations. 
But let 
him crow who lias won the fight,” an­ 
swered the young artist. 
“Had I your youth and power it 
would not be long before I would hear 
the world’s applause.” 
“ ’Tis in vain. 1 should consume 
all my power before I could struggle 
through the darkness into the light I 
would walk in. 
All my patience 
would be gone, of which so much is 
required to excel in my profession.” 
For a moment both were silent. The 
old man shrugged his shoulders as if 
he thought it useless to continue his 
argument; hut our young artist, in a 
sort of luilf-sad voice, seemed not al­ 
together disposed to drop the subject, 
and further remarked: 
“And after all what is it? 
W hat 
does it amount to ? Y’ou have fought 
the long battle of life, and in your in­ 
spired moments created verses, ro­ 
mances, comedies and the greatest 
satire ever penned by human genius; 
but did or does the world give back 
commensurate comforts and rewards 
for our devotion and the hours of our 
toil and trouble ? Are old camlet 
cloaks the just or only reward for a 
life of industry and genius like 
yours?” 
The sarcasm and truth of this re­ 
m ark disturbed not in the least the 
old man with all his experience, nor 
would lie let the hardships and depri­ 
vations of his life be an argum ent to 
persuade others from the development 
of their talent. Hence his answer to 
the allusion of the camlet cloak was as 
full of philosophy as his heart of truth 
and interest for his young friend. 
“Yes, Diego, ’tis true my old cloak 
is the best covering I have. I have, 
’tis true, been neglected, persecuted, 
and now in my old days want many 
of the comforts of life. But let me 
tell you, my young friend, that all of 
life is not in the covering of our bodies, 
the quality of our diet, or the style of 
the castle we are sheltered under. 
No !” Here our old soldier threw back 
his camlet cloak, revealed his under­ 
dress, and resting one hand upon his 
sword, continued with a more meas­ 
ured emphasis: 
“ I am poor; but, iliank God, I am 
honest. Not only this, I have written 
not so much for others as for myself. 
There is an indiscribable reward when 
we indulge the exercise of whatever 
genius God in his mercy may have 
graced us withal. It is an exquisite 
pleasure to see and know our own 
creations, whether in writing, {mint­ 
ing, or the sciences. For myself, I 
have a world of my own, peopled with 
children born of my imagination. I 
talk with them, walk with them, eat 
with them, and whether good or bad 
in character, they serve a moral, and 
all alike give more joy to my old heart 
than could all other treasures of Spain. 
Still more, who can deprive me of 
them? They are part of my own be­ 
ing. They stay with me while I live, 
and will long survive my poor body!” 
As he concluded this outburst of 
triumph, the old man looked like the 
perfect embodiment of human gran­ 
deur. The eagle look of the soldier, 
and the eloquence of the poet quite 
subdued the young man, who now 
seemed at a loss for a reply. But our 
old companion, feeling lie had broken 
the shackles of depression that had 
bound our young friend, took further 
advantage, and turning him around 
by the arm, said: 
“Come, come, let us go to your stu­ 
dio, and there see what you are about.” 
The youth submitted and followed, 
with his mind more calmed and peace­ 
ful with new resolves. 
A few moments’ walking brought 
them to the old house. Of course the 
apartment was found in the same dis­ 
orderly condition as he last l.eft it. 
The old man, after tugging up the 
stairway, was quite exhausted, and 
sank back into the old arm-chair. 
Very few persons at his time of life 
could have been induced to undertake 
the task of climbing up such a stair­ 
way, unless urged by something of the 
most exciting importance. After a 
puft'or two over his fatigue, he ex­ 
claimed: 
“In heaven’s name why don’t you 
find an apartment where you can have 
stairs to go up instead or sueli an in­ 
fernal arrangement as you have here? 
It may all be well enough for young 
limbs like yours, that have the nim­ 
bleness of the antelope, but us for a 
man of sixty-eight, you might as well 
invite him to ascend the guillotine. 
However, where is the picture that 
has given you so much trouble and 
disappointment? Come, let me see it, 
and perhaps I can give you encourage­ 
m ent.” 
“There it is upon the floor.” Bo say­ 
ing, the artist took it up and placed it 
against the lower part of the easel. 
The old m an’s attention was imme­ 
diately arrested, and after looking at 
the picture for a few moments, lie 
turned to the artist, and with a look of 
intense inquiry, said: 
“Can it be possible that a man of 
your intelligence would treat so tine a 
production in so shameful a manner? 
Would you destroy or even abuse that 
which, perhaps, y ju cannot reproduce? 
It is the finest effort I have ever seen 
from your brush, and is worthy of an 
older artist than yourself. That bit of 
reflected light, running up the side of 
the neek and blending its cold, blue 
shadows with the warm blood tints, 
cannot be bettered; the real aud the 
human pervades the whole picture.” 
“Reflected light! why, there is the 
failure. Oh, my friend, say not so, or 
I shall have cause to doubt your judg­ 
m ent.” And so speaking, the artist 
turned a n l walked away. 
“Sir, there is no excuse for your 
harsh conduct. The picture is fine in 
drawing, rich in color, and the expres­ 
sion of the face is admirable.” 
This extraordinary opinion of the 
old man was more than our artist could 
stand, and, as if he desired to hear no 
more said on the subject, lie took the 
picture from its place and stood it face 
in to the wall, and then walked away 
to the window that overlooked the 
street, where, gazing upon the passing 
crowd below, he felt mortified at the 
old m an’s censure, However, he made 
no remark, for he knew his friend to 
be a man of superior judgment, and 
one well skilled in art criticism. 
The old soldier felt at once the feel­ 
ings and position of the artist. He 
also knew how easily youth are dis­ 
couraged and how muon persuasion is 
sometime required to hold them to 
their purpose. He felt too that now 
was the time to impress a lesson that 
would make a lasting mark unon his 
young mind, and save for the art 
world one who perhaps at some future 


day would stand an equal with the 
first masters of the age. 
Our old friend followed him to the 
window, and throwing a glance over 
his shoulder into the street, beheld an 
old waterman with his cask upon 1ns 
back vending water, as was the habit 
of the times. 
As soon as he saw the 
waterman’s face he grasped the artist 
by the arm, exclaming: 
“By heaven, there is a subject for 
you ! Bend for him : Out with your 
brushes and to work ! Look at th at 
silver beard and flowing hair in such 
rich clusters about his sunburnt face. 
Halloo, there!—I say, waterman! H al­ 
loo!” 
While thus shouting at the top 
of his voice, the boy who had sat the 
day before came running into the 
room. 
Our poet soon as he entered 
thrust some copper into his hand, and 
dispatched the boy w ith directions 
immediately to bring him, the water- ' 
man, to the studio. This was soon ac­ 
complished, and so strong was the in­ 
ducements for our artist to go to work, 
that in a very few moments more his 
crayon was dashing over the canvas in 
composition of a group of the water­ 
man offering drink to the beggar boy. 
Soon the outline was finished, and 
the artist had commenced the colorí 
During the progress of the work tne 
old soldier sat in the arm-chair behind 
the artist, looking over a manuscript 
which he had taken from the pocket of 
his camlet cloak, but would now and 
then throw a glance at the picture. 
Hour after hour passed away, until the 
cathedral clock struck the noonday 
time. So deep was the Interest of the 
artist th at he observed and noticed 
nothing else but the work he was at. 
He counted neither minutes nor hours. 
He heard no striking of the clock; but 
however little may be noticed the 
flight of time spent in intense applica­ 
tion to a subject, nevertheless the phy­ 
sical and mental organism keeps a 
faithful record and marks each second 
by a natural consumption of its own 
material. As exhaustion takes place, 
so the hum an system becomes debili­ 
tated and restlesH. Buch was now the 
condition of the artist. 
He gave 
every indication of it by his frequent 
moving backward and forward, by the 
frequent m ixing of his tints, compar­ 
ing them with the flesh of his subject, 
and then wiping them all from his 
palette as if nothing suited him, and 
as if it were impossible to accomplish 
what he desired. 
Bo he continued, 
minutely observed by his friend. At 
last he stepped toward his canvas witii 
the intention of putting on a touch; 
but before he could do so the old man 
stepped close behiml him, and quietly 
taking the artist hy the arm, he pre­ 
vented him with the remark: 
“ Btop ! W hat would you do ?” 
“ I)o ?” repeated the artist, his loud, 
clear voice reaching among the cob­ 
webs and rotten rafters. 
“ Do? W hat 
I cannot do—p a in t! Every tiling is 
distortion to me. There is no blood in 
my flesh; no transparency In my 
shadows; my efforts are fruitless!” 
W ith considerable passion he then 
dashed his palette and brushes upon 
the paint tuble. 
“ Be quiet, young man, and listen to 
me. Yeur work is right. There is no 
fault in the picture; "nor do you lack 
the talent to make it a great result. 
It is your eyes that are to blume by 
being overworked, and these make ail 
this deception. Rest, my friend, your 
eyes require rest. 
Put your work 
aside for the day, and to-morrow you 
will see your picture as it is—admira­ 
ble in color, composition and draw­ 
ing.” So saying, the old man resum­ 
ed his seat. 
The truth wns too clear for our artist 
to doubt it. H e could not fail to see 
the moral. The very pains that were 
at this moment shooting through his 
congested eyes fixed the seal of con­ 
viction upon his old friend’s words, 
and quietly placing his mahl aeross 
the pegs in tiie easel, he turned to his 
friend and said: 
“ You have taught nie a good lesson 
—a lesson that has perhaps not only 
saved me my eyes, but held me to a 
profession I love as dearly as m y 
soul.” 
“ Well, say no 
more. 
Com e!” 
shouted the old man, jumping up from 
his chair. “Come 
let us go without, 
and refresh ourselves with a quiet 
glass, and that social interchange of 
thoughts and feelings so necessary to 
the health and happiness of men. 
Wine, my boy ; wine, I say !—and we 
will talk of men we love, and women, 
too—of poetry ! of songs ! and 
the 
dram a!” 
In a few minutes more these two 
noble spirits sat opposite to each other 
at a well-provided table. The wine 
was ruby red in their goblets. They 
talked of poetry and the dram a with 
their souls ablaze on the subject. RuJ 
alas! how little they dreamed when 
parting, that it was for the last time. 
Young Diego Velazquez, Spain’s best 
painter of the period, at part ing shook 
heartily the hand of the immortal 
Migual Cervantes, the author of “Don 
Quixote,” who in a few weeks after 
tills pleasant meeting with Velazquez, 
died, and his great soul winged its 
way to another world of eternal years, 
side by side with that other immortal 
spirit, Shakspeare, both dying on the 
same day, April 23, 1616.—[From the 
Aldine for March. 


A Remarkable Trio. 


A St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Hartford Post (probably M inister 
Jewell) thus speaks of one of ihe 
remarkable features of the late royal 
marriage in Russia: “The most stick­ 
ing trio of all were the three prin­ 
cesses—one the future Queen of Eng- 
lond, another her sister, the future 
Empress of Russia, and the third, the 
sister-in-law of the first — the future 
Empress of Germany. The faces of all 
three expressed gentleness, intelli- 
Íence and refinement. 
The Grand 
luchess Marie wore a dress of silver 
heavily embroidered, and from her 
shoulders hung a train of velvet lined 
and edged with ermine. On her head 
was a tiara and a small crown of dia­ 
monds, from which hung a point lace 
veil: on her neck the largest diamond 
necklace in Russia, composed of large, 
perfect diamonds, each with a large 
drop attached, the whole valued at 
twenty millious of dollars. The front 
of her waist was covered with dia­ 
monds, aud down the front of her dress 
were rows of pearls. The bridegroom 
wore the uniform r>f a Russian officer. 
The dress and train of the Empress 
were of gold cloth, her tiara and jewels, 
sapphires and diamonds. The Crown 
Princess wore velvet trains embroid­ 
ered in gold, and their jewels were 
only surpassed by those or the bride.” 
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Proposed Improvement of Oakland 
Harbor. 
While this subject is not a mutter of 
special Interest to the people of Los 
Angeles it is a matter of general inter­ 
est to the whole State, and we hope 
that none of the prejudices arising on 
either side from the Goat Islaud 
squabble, will be appealed to In deter­ 
mining the propriety of carrying out 
the recommendations of the engineers. 
We believe in the development of 
every available harbor on the coast, 
from San Diego to the northern boun­ 
dary of the State. Such developments 
add wealth, population and greatness. 
It is a mistaken policy for one town or 
city to fight back the prosperity or 
development of another except by the 
laws of trade legitimately applied. 
The State is much safer and society 
much better, where population is more 
equally distributed over the country 
and into more numerous towns and 
cities of less size, than when it is con­ 
centrated In one grand center. San 
Francisco will never grow the less by 
allowing Oakland to grow more. We 
have been led to these remarks by the 
following which we clip from the 
Chronicle : 
The report of the Board of Engineers 
appointed to examine and report upon 
the feasibility of improving the har­ 
bor facilities of the city of Oakland, 
California, will be submitted by Mr. 
Page to Congress to-morrow. The re­ 
port is very long, and maps accompany 
it showing a correct and full survey of 
the water-front of Oakland, San An­ 
tonio creek and the portion of the bay 
opposite San Francisco. It will be a 
valuable addition to the Coast Survey 
of California, and is considered an ex­ 
cellent work in civil engineering. The 
engineers show that it is practicable at 
a comparatively small cost to provide 
ample shipping facilities at Oakland 
for a very large commerce, with nine 
miles of dock and deep water. It is 
not yet certain what position the 
members of Congress from California 
will take 011 the subject. Mr. Page 
will urge it strenuously; Clayton will 
probably oppose it; Houghton will fa­ 
vor it, and Luttreli, it is reported, will 
be opposed to it. 
The San Francisco harbor is fast be­ 
coming the world’s great gateway, 
and we are rapidly approaching the 
time when all the facilities that can 
be offered on both sides of the bay will 
be required for commerce. San Fran­ 
cisco is in a proud position and she 
merits it from her commercial enter­ 
prise. She will hold it to her fullest 
capacity, unless she takes the suicidal 
position that the growth of Oakland 
will be her ruin. Let the mud flats 
be turned into ‘‘nine miles of dock and 
deep water” and the two sisters, the 
older and larger and the younger and 
smaller, can kiss each other and grow 
side by side in wealth, population and 
greatness. Let not this question be 
settled by a preponderance of love or 
hatred of Stanford or the railroad, nor 
by any question as to whose property 
will be advanced by it. Every part 
of the State has more or less interest 
in this development, and so has the 
commercial world. 


Governor SafTord. 
There are two men in the right 
places in Arizona — A. P. SafTord, her 
Governor, and General Crook, her 
Indian fighter. Governor Safford has 
been spending some time in and about 
Los Angeles, collecting thoroughbred 
sheep and thoroughbred “school- 
marms” for Arizona. Of the latter 
he is a good judge. He has built up a 
school system in his Territory with in­ 
domitable energy. 
He is plain, 
straight-forward and perfectly adapted 
to his executive position in this em­ 
bryo State. He starts on Monday for 
home, leaving a thousand of Garnier’s 
thoroughbred sheep to follow in April, 
but he takes the schoolmarms along, 
not being willing to trust such kittle 
cattle out of his sight. He is a live 
territorial Governor and deserves en­ 
couragement. 


The Proposed County of Orange. 
The people of the southern portion 
are decidedly in earnest in their efforts 
to have the county divided, and their 
agent at Sacramento is doing all in his 
power to further the cause. The Bul­ 
letin of Thursday evening says: 
Judge Wiseman addressed the As­ 
sembly Committee on Counties and 
County Boundaries last night in favor 
of creating the county of Orange out 
of the southern part of Los Angeles. 
The Judge brought facts and figures in 
support of his arguments, and chal­ 
lenged the delegation to reply to them. 
The meeting of the committee was held 
in the Assembly Chamber, and if the 
strength of the Judge’s arguments bear 
any ratio to the power of his voice, 
they are unanswerable. It is expected 
that the committee, of which Tully 
of Monterey is chairman, will report 
favorably of the bill. 


T h e feeling in San Francisco in re­ 
gard to Judge Stanley’s arraignment 
of the Mayor and Treasurer, does not 
seem to be all one way, as a portion of 
the press of that city would seek to in­ 
dicate. A meeting was held there 
Friday night, at which resolutions 
were passed sustaining his course. 
The meeting was largely attended and 
quite earnest.

A Father’s Crime. 
A probable murder committed in 
Pittstown h as just come to the notice 
of the authorities, the facts of which, 
as far as we can learn, are as follows : 
A German named Mowbar, residing 
in the northern part of Pittstown, 
where he owned considerable property, 
had a daughter, a slendor and not over 
strong young girl, who some time ago 
became acquainted with a poor but 
worthy young man named I)e Long, 
residing" near Tomnannook. 
The 
young couple desired to get married, 
but for some reason the father of the 
girl opposed the match. 
I)e Long was determined, however, 
to have his bride, and 011 the 30th of 
January went to the residence of Mr. 
Mowbar, as we are informed, for the 
purpose of getting the girl and going 
with her to Tomhannock to get mar­ 
ried. Mr. Mowbar saw the young 
man approaching the house, and, 
probably surmising his object, attack­ 
ed the girl. 
Words undoubtedly ensued, when 
the father in a fit of rage knocked his 
daughter down and commenced beat­ 
ing her in a most cruel and unnatural 
maimer. The mother rushed in to save 
her child, but could do nothing against 
the power of the inhuman father, and 
a son who had been confined to his 
bed by illness for several days proceed­ 
ing jumped up and went to the assis­ 
tance of his sister. The result was 
that for a few moments the weight of 
the three persons was upon the girl. 
She finally managed to get away, 
although so much injured that she 
could hardly walk. 
The next morning the girl walked 
to the residence of her sister, a short 
distance from her father’s house, and 
there met young De Long. Determin­ 
ed to accomplish her purpose, she went 
with him to Tomhannock, where they 
were married. Then she went to the 
residence of his parents and remained 
at that place until her death. 
A few days after the marriage she 
complained of being very ill. A 
physician was sent for, but a fever had 
set in, which terminated her life, and 
she was buried within ten days after 
her marriage. The attending physi­ 
cian, whose name we have been un­ 
able to learn, stated that death was in­ 
directly caused by the injuries received 
at the hands of her father. Persons 
who saw the body after death state 
that it was disfigured in a shocking 
manner. The neck was swollen, and 
appearances indicate that she had been 
choked. 
The excitement attending the affair 
has' been very great in the neighbor­ 
hood. Many of the inhabitants want­ 
ed a post-mortem examination made, 
but De Long did not seem disposed to 
consent to it, and the body was inter- 
ed with out anv formal examination. 
The authorities have taken charge 
of the affair, and a coroner has started 
for the place to commence an investi­ 
gation. The body will undoubtedly 
be disintered and a post-mortem exam­ 
ination held. Mr. Mowbar is fifty 
years of age. The girl was about 
twenty years of age. 
The Chemical Newh ascribes tlio po- 
tato-rot to a deficiency of lime and 
magnesia in the soil. Different ob­ 
servers state the percentage of mag­ 
nesia in the ash of sound tubers at 
from five to ten percent; in the de­ 
ceased tubers an analysis shows 3.94 
per cent. Analysis of sound tubers 
shows over five per cent of lime, but 
in the ash of deceased tubers only 1.77 
per cent was found. A similar ob­ 
servation was made some years ago 
by Professor Thorpe with regard to 
deceased and healthy orange trees; in 
the former there was a deficiency of 
lime and magnesia. 
The whole production of the precious 
metals throughout the world during 
1873 is estimated to have been w'ortb 
$219,000,000.

It hns som etimes been said th at 
nothing could well he less reliable 
than statistical tables; and it m ust be 
confessed th a t the errors which are 
liable to creep into them , especially if 
a t all extended, are so various as well- 
nigh to justify the assertion. A u d it 
is certainly needful to keep this fact 
in m ind w hen attem pting to draw 
conclusions, on which much depends, 
from such data. 
W hat, then, shall we 
do? (live over entirely the collection 
of statistics, and tr^iit all such col­ 
um ns of figures as a deception and a 
snare? By no means. 
It we cannot 
put im plicit faith in them —trust en­ 
tirely to their guidance in im portant 
affairs—we m ay yet gain essential aid 
from them in approaching the real 
facts. W e believe in the tables, w ith­ 
out trusting m uch to their accuracy. 
The Bulletin has collated an array 
of interesting llgures, representing the 
world’s commerce, a few of which we 
are sure our readers will be glad to see 
They can draw their own lessons if 
these num bers are only approxim a­ 
tions to the facts. The tables compate 
“the im ports, exports and populations 
of tho leading commercial nations at 
the dates nearest (in accessibility) to 
1855 and 1872, indicating tlie commer­ 
cial developm ent of the seventeen 
years preceding 1873. 
" The im ports of G reat Britain for 1854 
are given at S7(>.'i,0(KI,00(); while those 
for 1072 were $1,707,(MX),000. The ex­ 
ports for 1854 were $579,000,000; for 
1872, $1,281,000,000; total commerce of 
G reat B ritain for 1854, $1,342,000,000; 
for 1872, $3,048,000,000. 
Population for 
1854, 27,020,000; for 1872, 32,000,000. 
The im ports of the United States for 
1854-55 are stated at $201,500,000; for 
1872-73, at $042,000,000. The exports 
for 1854-55 were $275,200,000; for 1872- 
’73 they am ounted to $522,000,000; total 
commerce of 1854-55, $536,700,000; in 
1872-73 it was $1,164,000,000. Popula­ 
tion at the former period, 27,000,000; 
at the latter, 41,000,000. 
France, in 1854, is said to have im ­ 
ported $361,000,000 worth and exported 
$390,500,000; in 1872 her im ports were 
$689,500,000; her exports $739,500,000; 
her total commerce in 1854 was $751,­ 
500,000; in 1872 it was $1,429,000,000. 
Population a t the form er period, 35,­ 
750,000; at the latter, 36,100,(MX). 
The figures for Belgium, Germany, 
Austria, Russia, Italy, Spain, N ether­ 
lands and Sweden are given in a sim ­ 
ilar m anner, and show about the same 
ratio of increase. Sum m ing up the 
total commerce for eleven countries, 
the result for one year, in or about 
1855, is $4,241,700,000; for one year, in 
or about 1872, $9,276,0(X>,000, or an in ­ 
crease in seventeen years of $5,034,­ 
300,000, which is 118.5 per cent. The 
population of the sam e countries a t 
tin: former period was 271,443,000; a t 
the latter period, 311,620,000—an in­ 
crease in seventeen years of 40,177,000, 
or 14.8 per cent. Foreign commerce 
per capita of population in 1855, $15 02; 
in 1872, $29 76—an increase of 90 per 
cent. 
M any interesting suggestions will 
occur to everyone upon reading figures 
like these; we now offerbut ore. W ith 
the world’s commerce growing in any 
such ratio m ust the world’s currency 
rem ain stationary or nearly so ?—

The Road to Pannamint. 


Some time since there was quite a 
stir in this city over tfie project of 
building a wagon road to the new 
mines of the Pannamint district, but 
we have heard nothing more of it 
lately, though we believe a committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce was 
specially charged with looking after 
the matter. 
If we are desirous of 
securing the trade of what promises to 
be one of the richest mineral districts 
in the State, it is important that 
something should be speedily done to 
perfect our means of communication 
with that region. We notice that a 
road is being constructed from Visalia 
into Inyo county, work on which is 
being pushed with vigor, and if we do 
not want to take any risk of losing 
the trade of Cerro Gordo, we must lie 
up and doing. As long as the South­ 
ern Pacific extends no further than its 
present terminus at Delano, we may 
be able to hold on to that trade, but if 
we extect to profit by it in the future 
a railroad will have to be constructed. 
The people of Inyo are anxious for 
railroad connection with the city, and 
do their part toward helping to build 
a line. There can be no question that 
such a road would have plenty of busi­ 
ness. The mines already developed 
are producing bullion much faster than 
it can be got away, and only a begin­ 
ning has been made.|The ores of Pan­ 
namint are so rich that the owners 
contemplate shipping it to San P’ran- 
cisco instead of building mills on the 
ground for its reduction, and if a 
railroad were in operation the trade 
of that district alone would make a 
respectable business for a narrow 
gauge road. If we are not able to 
build an iron track, a wooden one on 
the plan of the Kansas engineer, as 
K 
ubhslied some time since in the 
[ e k a l d , is at least feasible and within 
the reach of the county. 
Let us have 
the subject thoroughly examined by a 
committee of the Chamber, and if 
possible a move made at an early day. 


Seamless Bags. 


A few samples of the new seamless 
grain bags have reached this city, and 
are on exhibition at the office of Mr. 
Ellis Read, 304 California street. They 
were forwarded by the manufacturer, 
W illiam Laird & Co., Forfar, Scot­ 
land. In these bags the sides and bot­ 
toms are woven as perfectly as any 
other portion. An examination of 
these on exhibition show a great su­ 
periority over those now in general 
use. Seamless bags are not ar entire 
novelty, but the looms heretofore de­ 
vised could not work jute economical­ 
ly. The looms had either to be 
worked at a reduced speed, or a better 
quality of yarn bad to be used to 
withstand thestrain of the machinery. 
It is claimed that these difficulties 
are successfully overcome. The web 
of the bag seems to be very much 
stronger than the material commonly 
seen on this coast, and the absence of 
seam adds to the st rengtli considerably. 
This has been proved by the simple 
experiment of taking bags of standard 
strength along with the unsewed bag, 
tilling them with wheat, ami dropping 
them from a hight. The contents of 
the sewed bags were in each case 
strewed around by the parting of the 
seams, while the unsewed bag re­ 
mained intact. The extreme liability 
of the sewn bag to burst and to spill a 
large portion of its contents when in 
the field, on the wharf, or in the ship’s 
hold is well known to the farmer and 
the shipper. 
Some forty líales of the new bags are 
now on tiie' way to this coast. They 
can be supplied either in separate sacks 
or in endless coil, which can be cut to 
suit convenience.—[S. F. Post. 


The Season. 


Strawberries are in season at Los 
Angeles; apricot trees are in blossom 
at Sacramento, and fig and hectarine 
trees in the same fix in Marysville, 
while in Grass Valley the trees of all 
sizes and varieties are fairly louded 
down with snow, “ the bright, the 
the beautiful snow,” causing that dis­ 
tinguished individual, the “oldest in­ 
habitant,” to declare with all the 
solemnity of an organ-grinaer that he 
“never did see the like afore.” 
“ It is 
never so bad but it m ight be worse” 
is an old saw, and affords a scrap of 
consolation, as we Grass Valleyans 
bless our stars that we are not as other 
people, especially denizens of the 
sagebrush country, where we learn 
that on the 24tli at Palisade the ther­ 
mometer stood at 30 degrees below 
zero, at Ham ilton the same day 23 
degrees below, while at Carlin the 
same day it touched 40 degrees below, 
and the Pioche stages to Hamilton 
were only 48 hours doing the last six 
miles to that place, the road having to 
be broken through seven to eight feet 
of snow every inch of the way.—[G. V. 
Union.
